A. Amends the BE IT RESOLVED clause to state that the Council hereby
approves the Consolidated Plan with the understanding that an amended
Consolidated Plan that incorporates the City’s updated Analysis of
Impediments to Fair Housing Choice is forthcoming and will be submitted
to the City Council for its review and approval prior to the amended Plan’s
submission to the United States Department of Housing and Urban
Development for final review and approval.

S. Amends the 2nd BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED clause to additionally direct
the Mayor to resubmit to the City Council an amended Consolidated Plan
that incorporates the City’s updated Analysis of Impediments to Fair
Housing Choice upon its completion for further City Council review and
approval prior to the amended Plan’s submission to the United States
Department of Housing and Urban Development for final review and
approval.

WHEREAS, Section 1-8.3(a) of the Revised Ordinances of Honolulu 1990, as
amended (ROH), requires prior City Council review and approval of any Consolidated
Plan, or amendments thereto, relating to Community Planning and Development (CPD)
programs of the United States Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD);
and

WHEREAS, the City and County of Honolulu (City) needs to submit a
Consolidated Plan for Program Years 2021 —2025 to HUD as a requirement to continue
receiving funds under the Community Development Block Grant (CDBG), HOME
Investment Partnerships (HOME), Emergency Solutions Grants (ESG), Housing
Opportunities for Persons With AIDS (HOPWA), and Housing Trust Fund (HTF)
programs; and

WHEREAS, at the recommendation of HUD, the City desires to submit the
Consohdated Plan to HUD for their preliminary review and approval, subject to the
completion of the updated Analysis of Impediments to Fair Housing Choice (Al) in the
State of Hawaii; and

WHEREAS, the City will amend and resubmit the Consolidated Plan to
incorporate the Al for further City Council review and approval prior to its submission to
HUD for final review and approval; and

WHEREAS, the City has followed HUD requirements and guidelines for the
preparation of said Consolidated Plan; and

WHEREAS, a copy of the Consolidated Plan is attached hereto; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to ROH Section 1-8.3(a), the City Council may approve the
Consolidated Plan by resolution; and

WHEREAS, the City Council has reviewed the Consolidated Plan; now,

1. Execute and submit the Consolidated Plan to the United States Department
of Housing and Urban Development;

2. Execute such assurances, representations, or certifications as are required
by the United States Department of Housing and Urban Development; and

3. Furnish such additional information, data, and reports as may be required by
the United States Department of Housing and Urban Development; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Mayor is hereby directed to:

1. Advise the City Council in writing of any changes to the Consolidated Plan
and the approval or denial of the Consolidated Plan by the United States
Department of Housing and Urban Development, and further, to forward to
the City Council a copy of the United States Department of Housing and
Urban Development’s letter of approval or denial; and

2. Resubmit to the City Council an amended Consolidated Plan that
incorporates the City’s updated Analysis of Impediments to Fair Housing
Choice upon its completion for further City Council review and approval
prior to the amended Plan’s submission to the United States Department
of Housing and Urban Development for final review and approval; and
